Again Mr. Suyder and hia aiater drunk 
freely of the eon*ee. Soon afterward 
both were flick, in pain, it IB aaid i 
seemed like cholera morbun. Mrs. Wag 
ner, hearing of their aickneso, went down 
to the Snyder residency about uoou

and became sick herself. Dr. 1). II 
Melhorn gave medicine to Mrs. Wugner 
and sent along medicine for Mr. Suyder 
and bin Bister and wan told he would be 
sent for if they did not get better. Word 
came aud he went at once, reaching the 
Snyder home late in the afternoon, lie 
found Mr. Snyder too far gone to ac 
compllab any good results with t-lia 
Mrs. Baker bad vomited more freeh 
than her brother and for this reason it 
became ponaible to aave her life. l>r 
Spotz, of Hampton, was called iu on 
Tuesday morning shortly before Mr, 
Snyder'9 death but nothing ram Id be 
done. He died about 8 o'clock, a. rn 
There had been no convulalona anduarox 
fame aucb as accompany death from 
auch poison aa strychnine. Tbere had 
been diarrhea and vomiting, followed 
by a atupor, and the phyaicianB aay that 
tbe appearances are aucli as accompany 
poison from mercury or arsenic. The 
eoroner to whom a description of the 
symptoms was given days they are such 
as accompany poisoning by arsenic. Mrs- 
Baker was so ill from the dose she re- 
ceived that sbe was confined to her bed 
nearly a week. Mr. and Mrs. William 
F. Shnll, wbo had not been near the 
Snyder house, were taken sick on the 
same Monday, were prescribed tor by 
the physician on Tuesday and were un- 
able on account of their illness to attend 
tbe funeral of Frederick Snyder on Fri- 
lay. The coroner states that ou Tues- 
day evening when he was at the bonne 
if Mr. Snyder, bis nephew, William 
jbull, Jr., objected to an autopsy being 
ield, and when tbe matter was referred 
to Mrs. Baker she was of the same opin- 
on.

In the fall of 1893, nine years ago, i 


Straban township, took place one of tb 
most startling cases of poieonicg tb 
county bas ever bad. David G. Dono 
hue was an Associate Judge of ou 
courts. In some mysterious way strycb 
nine got into a bottle from which h 
took a drink. lie was poisoned an 
died. Strychnine was found in the con 
tents of his stomach. It bad every ap 
pearance of being a deliberate case 
murder by poison. The county author 
ties made great effort to get to the bot- 
tom of the mystery but it remains 
mystery to this day. 


Again Straban township furnishes 


most mysterious case of poisoning, in th 
death of Frederick Soyder, which too 
place on Tuesday, the 22nd da> of Sep 
lumber last. He drank coffee for break 
fast on Monday, tbe 21st,, and immed: 
ately afterwards was taken sick. 


Frederick Snyder was a promlnen 


citizen of New Chester; had lived ther 
his whole life ; had tbe respect of ever 
one who knew him. He was not known 
to have an enemy in the world yet h 
mysteriously passed out of life. 


It was said at the time that tbe poisot 


might have come from the lining of the 
old coffee pot in which the coffee wa 
made. Coroner Henry Stewart, of Get 
ysburg, went down on Tuesday evtn 
ng, the day Mr. Snyder died. He found 
;he body had been treated to embalming 
luids and concluded that an autopsy 
would not give any light under the cir 
cuiustances. 
Ele was Informed at tha 


time that tbe contents of the coffee pol 
bad been thrown away as well as the 
coffee in the canister. At a subsequent 
visit the coroner was shown the spot in 
the yard upon which the contents of the 
coffee pot had been emptied. He dis- 
covered pilesof coff eegrounds in tbe gre 
t this spot. He gathered up as much 
f tbe grounds as possible and has sub- 
ected them to an analysis and he says

ired up by him in the spot in the 
3ayder yard contain arsenic. 


Hight here comes the groat big ques- 


ion, how did the arsenic get Into these 
:rains. They bad been in the yard some 
lays. Arsenic is a poison not easily sol- 
uble. How did it get into these grains 
f coffee ? Did some one go and mix it 
n tbe grains as they lay in little heaps 
ul in the yard 'i If that was not done 
ben tbe arsenic must have been in the 
offee pot when the contents of the pot 
were thrown into the yard. Arsenic 
ties not grow in the linings of coffee 
x>ts. Tbe only way the arsenic could 
iave gotten into the coffee pot would be 
iy being placed there. It could not fall 
ut of a clear sky into the pot. One 
must either assume the ridiculous posi- 
;on that some one foolishly and mali- 
ionsly mixed it Into the grains found 
ing out in the grass or that some hand 
nt it into the coffee pot.

The Gettysburg Furniture Factory le 


a as complete und thoroughly organized 
plant as can be found anywhere. Very 
much of this Is due to Superintendent 
John M. Warner whose abilities for or- 
ganization aud management are well 
known. Mr. Warner will be pleased to 
show any visitor over the plant and a 
visit will be, found well worth while for 
it will show the possibilities of Gettys- 
burg becoming more and more a manu- 
facturing point. 


The brick building Is a large and 


roomy on.-, having a frontage of 90 feet 
with depth of 120 feet, the rear of it be- 
ing close to the Western Maryland rail- 
road tracks. The bailer room in in tbe 
canter of tbe plant. Starting at the 
northeast corner of the plant one may 
follow tbe lumber in its course around 
the building until in the packing room 
it ie in the shape of QniMhed furniture. 


In the north east corner are the dry 


kilns put in at an expense of about f 1200. 
Tany are heated by tho exhaust .steam 
of tbe plant. They have a capacity of 
24,000 feel uf lumber. They are arranged 
in aepiirate kilns. The lumber must re- 
main in the kilns for from four to six 
days before ready for use. 


Running from either aide of the kilns 


are tracks, from trucks upon which the 
kilns can be loaded and after the lum- 
ber, ie ready for use the kilns are emptied 
ipon the cars or trucks, which are then 
run into the machine room. The gluing 
room is along side of the machine room. 
.n these rooms tbe lumber is glued, 
lawnand pianed until readyto besentinto 
be bench room where it is put together. 
From there the pieces go into the fldeb- 
ug and varnishing room and on then 
nto the packing room. 


The working force of the factory at 
be present time is sixteen. O.ie in boiler 
ooco, one in glue room, seven in ma- 
;hlue room, three in bench room, one in 
jacking room and oue in the office, 
lore tiands are expected to be laken on 
n the near future. The weekly wage 
oil amounts to nearly $100 and all the 
ands are paid off at Saturday noon and 
luce tbe plant has been in operation 
here has not been a week but found all 
niployes promptly paid. 
The factory manufactures sideboards 
i eight or nine styles, hall racks and 
wash stands in single style. Tbe output 


largely sideboards. They are taste- 


ully looking pieces of furniture. 
The 


rade for i.hem is In all parts of the 
ountry, the largest number of orders so 
ar tilled being to big wholesale houses 
in New York. The plant has been turn- 
ing out sideboards at the rate of 50 a 
week. 


All the goods are shipped aa soon as fln 


iahed and there are many orders to keep 
them busy for mouths to come. The 
furniture has for the greater part been 
iu oak wood, most of which has been 
native lumber, thus affording a market 
for the native oak lumber of the eouuty. 
Four carloads of fi.rmture have already 
been shipped and the books of the com 
pany will show a business of about $2500 
a month with prospects of a steady in- 
crease. 


The plant represents an Investment of 


about 510,000. The business really be- 
gan at Urrtanna iu the plant built up 
there by Mr. L?vi Starner, who was hurt, 
while at work in the factory and died 
Sept. H'..b. 


This plant at Orrtanna was cramped. 


A dry kiln was needed. Tbe plant was 
moved into its present quarters. The 
citizens of Gettysburg contributed $2000 
to help bring the plant here. Thestock- 
holders raised the balance of the money 
needed to complete the plant and put it 
into good running order. The erection 
of the building began in May of this 
year and by July was finished. About 
the middle of July the manufacturing of 
furniture began. It is proposed to beat 
the building with hot air, using exhaust 
steam to heat the air. For sake of 
cleanliness the finishing room will, how- 
ever, be heated with steam.
